Embody­ 
ing New Deal principles, the act 
provides for taxing employers to 
furnish benefits for the unem­ 
ployed. 
Another is the effort of a Swiss 
corporation to prevent the Unit­ 
ed States from seizing its gold in 
this country with a face value of 
$1,250,000. It contended the anti­ 
gold hoarding legislation should 
not apply to foreign corpoia- 
tions, but it lost in the second 
circuit court of appeals. 
There will be no action until 
next fall on cases granted re­ 
views. If reviews are denied, the 
decisions of the lower courts will 
remain in effect.
